Testimony was heard from two members 
ef the military committee, 
Giferent times has assumed dominion over 
190 square miles of West Virginia territory. 
They were Capt. Charles R. Morgan, a law- 


yer, and Maj. James I. Pratt, who Was pres- 


ident of the second military court which 
wok charge of the strike district. 

Both told the committee that their pro- 
eoedings were conducted without regard to 
the civil laws of the state; that they arrested, 
arraigned, tried, and convicted offenders in 
thé strike zone without recotiree te process of 
the civil courts, and that they imposed sen- 
tees without regard to the limitations im- 
posed by the state civil statutes. 


| Considered That Warfare Bzisted. 

“We considered that the entire strike dis- 
trict was in a state of actual Warfare,” Capt. 
Morgan said, and we aéted according to 
the procedure of the United States army in 
time of wer.” 

“But the constitution of the state pre- 
vides,’ Attorney Monnstt, for the minera, 
thterjected, that the military shall be sub- 
ech te to the civil power and that no citi+ 
#60, unless engaged in military service of 
the state, shall be tried or punished in any 
military court for any offense that is tog* 


nia dle by the civil courts of the state. 


“My understanding was,“ Capt. Morgas 
yeplied, that during the state of insurrec- 
tion Which prevailed the constitution of the 
Stute of West Virginia had been suspended 
by the acts of these men who were burning. 
killing, and destroying property.” 


Believed Constitution Suspended. 

“You believed the constitution had been 
suspended?’ demanded Senator Borab. 

“Yes, sir, replied the militia officef, 
“that is, we believed. these men had sus- 
pended the constitution and thet, in order to 
perpetuate the state of West Virginie and 
restore the constitution, we were justified in 
using extreme measures,’ 

Capt. Morgan said the military commission 
bélieved its authority was unlimited under 
thé general order issued by Gov. Glasscock, 
which said the military commission is sub- 
stituted for the criminal céurts of the dis- 
triet coveted by the martial law proclama- 
tion, and all offenses against the civil laws, 
as they existed prior to the proclamation of 
Nov. 16, 1912, shall be regarded as offenses 
under the military law, and in punishment 
therefor the military commission can im- 
pose Buch sentences, either lichter or heav- 
ler than those imposed under the civil law, 
as in their judgment the offender may 
merit.“ 


Exceed Civil Law Punishments. 
Both Capt. Morgan and Maj. Pratt &s- 


.sefted the commission did not feel itbelt 


limited by the statutory provision regarding 
PUnishment for offenses, and Maj. Pratt gave 
several instances of sentences imposed, by 
the commission exceeding the statutory pun- 
ishment.

WOMEN PLAN FOR JUBILESR. 

A women’s jubilee will be held here on Fri- 
day evening, in which the legislators who 
voted right are expected to take part. 

President Wilson, former Presidents Roose- 
velt and Taft, Secretary of State Bryan, and 
the govérnor of each of the suffrage states 
were invited tonight by telegraph to be 
guests at the celebration. 

The women are going ahead with their 
plans for further enfranchisement. A consti- 
tutional convention is one of these, and a 
number of schools of instruction is another. 

INSTRUCTION SCHOOLS HERE. 

The constitutional convention, it is ex- 
pected, would enfranchisé women 30 they 
might vote on évery proposition now decided 
by the ballots of the men. The schools of in- 
etruction—of which Chicago will have éév- 
eral—will hold courses in citizenship as well 
as practical lessons in voting by hand marked 
ballots and by machine.

The four senators who are opposed to free 
sugar and free wool make no secret of their 
intention to vote against these propositions 
on the floor. It is the hope of the administra- 
tion, however, enough support from the 
other side of the chamber will be obtained to 
atsure the success of its plan. It ie known 
that Senatore Kenyon, La Follette, and 
‘Poindexter will vote for the passage of the 
bill. *

Opposition to the banking and currency

In the banking and currency committee of 
the senate. Senators O’Gorman of New 
York and Hitcheock of Nebraska both 
declared themselves opposed to the present 
consideration of a currency bill. They 
argued that it would seriously tnterfere with 
an early conclusion of the tariff fight. Sen- 
ator Bristow, of Kansas, expressed similar 
views. 

The feeling in the senate undoubtedly will 
heve its effect pon the president's program. 
He is earnestly desirous of obtaining leg- 
isiation affecting .banking and currency. 
But he realizes he cannot drive such a Dill 
through the senate unless he hes the unan- 
Imous support of the Democratic member- 
ship. 


Planned “Back Fire” Campaign. 

They admitted that comprehensive cam- 
paigns had been organized and carried out, 
to create back flres on senators and 
representatives from their own stajes, in 
the hope of winning their support to the 
anti-free sugar side. 

“The prosperity of Louisiana was at 
stake, said Jules Godchaux, a sugar plant- 
er. We tried to get the people we did 
business with to write to senators and 
representatives telling them that free sugar 
would destroy the business of the state. We 
asked them to write ard wire to Washington 
and to ask the merchants they did business 
with throughout the United States to do the 
same: We tried to establish an endless 
chain of letters and telegrams, to draw the 
attention of congress to our arguments.“ 


Roiled by “Insidious” Charge. 

Plainly resentful of the president's recent 
Statements as to the operation of an “ in- 
sidious lobby in Washington, the Louls- 
lana and Hawalian sugar men enlivened the 
hearings with frequent attempts to tell of 
the pledges they had ‘received that sugar 
would not be made entirely free. 

Jules Godchaux and E. F. Dickinson, the 
two Louisiana witnesses, declared they had 
tried in vain to see the president and had 
been informed he had all the information 
he wanted on the sugar tariff. 

Mr. Dickinson declared the president never 
had talked with any practical sugar man 
about the Louisiana situation.

Pacific Merger Argument. 


Attorney General QcReynolds spent sev- 
eral hours in Chicago yesterday in confer- 
ence with District Attorney Wilkerson, As- 
sistant Attorney General Edwin P. Gros- 
venor, and other government officials. He 
left at 6:30 last night over the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railroad for St.Paul, 
where he will attend the hearing today of the 
Plans for the Union Pacific merger before 
Circuit Judges Sanborn, Hook, and Smith. 

Mr. McReynolds will oppose the plans 
submitted to the court a few days ago by 
the attorneys for the Union Pacific railroad. 
He said they are too vague to meet the re- 
quirements of the Supreme court's order for 
the dissolution of the merger. He said he 
would not insist on a receivership for the 
merger. 

if s plan of dissolution of the Union Pacific 
ard the Southern Pacific satisfactory to the 
court is not submitted by July 1, the Supreme 
court’s decision provides for a receivership 
to sccomplish the dissolution. Before leav- 
ing, the cabinet official paid a Visit to At-

Charges Bad Faith.

All through the city there are thousands of 
persons, including teachers and even the 
children in the schools, who have been given 
the impression by the superintendent of 
schools that I am a grafter. 

*“‘ Again I repeat that my good name is as 
dear to me as Mrs. Young's prerogatives are 
to her. And I demand of Mrs. Young that 
she justify her insinuations against me, tell 
all she knows—if she knows anything against 
me in connection with this spelling book 
proposition—or repair, as fa: as she can, the 
injury she has done to me and the school 
board of Chicago.” 

r move the communication be laid on the 
table, said Mr. Urion. It is couched in 
such language as to be an open insult to the 
superintendent and the only dignified thing 
the board can do is to lay it on the table.“ 

Mrs. Young Makes Reply. 

„Mrs. Young asserted she preferred to an- 
swer the statement. 

„ made my recommendation that the 
board choose a speller in good faith.“ she 
said. “I supposed it would be accepted and 
the matter ended. According to the law, 
the selection of text books is in the hands of 
the board. According to the rules, the power 
is delegated to the superintendent. After 
I had made my recommendation in all good 
faith the gentlemen of the preas came to me 
and asked me why I did it. I said that of 
course there was something behind it but 
that I couldn’t discuss it. 

I think that if the committee had acted 
on the recommendation when it was first 
made instead of deferring action there would 
have been nothing more said. But the com- 
mittee deferred and finally came in with_a 
severe criticism of the teachers and the su- 
perintendent in regard to spelling. 

Denies Using Term “Graft,” 

“The statements I made two weeks ago 
were made carefully and calmly. In no way, 
shape, or manner did I accuee Mr. Harding 
of being influenced by graft. I never use 
that term. I said that in hie devotion toa 
great cause he spoke in behalf of a book 
published by a firm representing that cause. 
I believe my own attitude toward that cause 
is not misunderstood. 

I gee no refiection on the honor or integ- 
rity of any one by saying, he is devoted toa 
great cause. I would not have mentioned 
Mr. Harding if the two had not come togeth- 
er, as I did not think his case [Mrs. Young 
emphasized his ] one where advancement 
of individuals was ooncerned.” 

“The position I take,” 


the right to be treated with absolute frank- 
ness. The records show they were not. I 
know that for this statement I will get noth- 
ing but the worst of it in the press and else- 
where. But I stand by my statement. I 
want to draw the attention of the board to 
the fact that it is time it woke up and took 
part in the business of the board.

TO COMPEL CLEAN PUBLICITY. 
Subcommittee Considers Commission for 


Supervising Methods and Circulation 
, Statements as Dishonesty Barrier. 


Baltimore, Md., June 11.—The creation of a 
commission to work out details of a plan to 
enforce clean methods in all the ramifications 
of the advertising business will be recom- 
mended to the convention of the Associated 
Advertising Clubs of America at its fina! 
session Friday. 

This determination developed discussions 
of recommendations from the departmental 
meetings at a conference of committees from 
those meetings today, at which William H, 
Ingersoll of New York presided. 

A subcommittee, consisting of Mr. Inger- 
soll, O. J. Gude of New York, and James 
Keeley, general manager of THe CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE, Was appointed to draft a definite 
Plan. 

The plan contemplates the supervision by 
the commission of advertising metheds and 
circulation statements in such a manner that. 
as suggested at the meeting, a line will be 
drawn against dishonest methods. 

This, it is hoped, would make such a dis- 
tinction that those left outside would be 
compelled, for self-protection, to do their 
best by purging themselves of the stain upon 
their records, to get inside as soon as pos- 
sible.

Washington, D. C., June 11.—Instructions 
to postmasters were issued today for hand- 
ling of C. O. D. parcel post packages. Te 
regulations will be effective July 1. 

Charges on packages will be collected from 
addressees on and after that date, provided 
the amount on a single parcel does not ex- 
ceed $100. 

The fee for collection will be 10 cents in 
parcel post stamps to be affixed by the 
sender. This fee also will insure the package 
against loss to the actual value of the con- 
tents not exceeding 360. 

The sender will get a receipt showing the 
amount to be collected, the amount also ap- 
pearing on a tag attached to the package, 
The addressee will receipt for the package 
on the tag, which will serve as an application 
for a money order. 

C. O. D. parcels may be accepted for mail- ! 
ing by rural carriers and will be delivered by 
city and rural carriers and specia! delivery 
messengers. Such packages will not be mai)- 
able either to the Philippines or to the canal 
zone.

investigation the association undertook this 
task because it was qualified te conduct a 
codperative investigation, fairly represent- 
ing all parties at interest, which neither the 
elty nor the railroads, acting alone, were 
then in a position te carry out successfully. 

“8 That as a result of this investigation, 
the association will be able to lay before the 
Chicago city council and the citisene of 
Chicago, a constructive report that may be 
the basis of intelligent legislation, not for 
the abatement merely, but for the elimina- 
tien of smoke. 


Problem Nearer Solution. 

“Further that the period of this invesatiga- 
tion has been a period not of delay, but of 
progress and that Chicago is vastly nearer 
the realization of the desired solution of this 
vexing probiem by reason of the associa- 
tion's undertaking, — 

In October, 1900, the association appoint- 
ed a special committee of seven to study the 
feagibility of electrification and the elimina- 
tion of smoke in general. 

“This committee reported to the executive 
committee of the association on July 8, 1910. 

“On Aug. 19, 1910, this report was the sub- 
ject of a joint meeting of the board of di- 
rectors ..d the executive committee with 
railroad officials. 

“A complete etenographic record of the 
proceedings of this latter conference was 
referred back to the committee of seven 
end in consideration of the facta developed 
the committee of seven on Nov, 28 suppip- 


» mented its findings with the recommends- 
ien that the features involved in the prob- 


lem of electrification should have proper de- 
tailed study and investigation.’ . 


Investigation Thorough One 

“Accordingly the Association of Com- 
merce conferred with the city adminiatra- 
tien and learned that the city desired a com- 
prehensive investigation of smokeabatement | 
and electrification, that it had made such 
preliminary inquiry through engineers se- 
lected by it as to determine that such an in- 
vestigatlon would involve an expense of 
from $300,000 to $500,000, and that the city 
had no funds for this purpose. 

“Receiving from the city administration 
and from the city council of Chicago, as well 
as the railroads, both coneurrence and co- 
operation, the association took the initiative 
in the organization of a committee of seven- 
teen members, four selected by and reprée 
senting the city of Chicago, four the rail- 
roads of Chicago, and nine the general publie 
as represented in the membership of the Ag» 
sociation of Commerce. 

“This investigation has been most search- 
ing and the expense now approaching $300,- 
000 has been defrayed by funda contributed 
by the railroads of Chicago, the association, 
like the city, having no funds for so large 
an under taki ng. 

“This committee was appointed March 18, 
1911, and it is expected that a complete and 
constructive report will be presented about 
Jan. 1, 1914. 

“In view of the advanced progress of this 
investigation, the association recommended 
in recent hearings before the city councjl 
Committee on railway terminale, that the 
city await the presentation of this report 
before attempting to legislate respecting the 
Subject of smoke abatement.

“*The subject of smoke abatement and 


electriflcatlon was brought to the attention 


of the Chicago Association of Commerce 
early in 1000, and a committee of engineers 
then was appointed te make inquiry into the 
feasibility of the project. The report of 
this committee, favoring electrification as 
an engineering project but less confident 
regarding its financial feasibility, suggested 
the necessity ef a comprehensive, cobperative 
investigation, such as that which the present 
committee was created to conduct.’ 

“That report supplied the foundation for 
the technical investigation now being brought 


to completion-and two of the members of the 


original committee of seven, Dean W. F. M. 
Goss and Paul P. Bird, are members also 
of the present committee. 

“The full text of the preliminary report 
was not published for the same reason that 
the present incomplete data of the com- 
mittee on smoke abatement and electrifica- 
tion have not thus far been published—for 
the reason that this problem in the\opinion 
of the Chicago Association of Commerce, is 
too important to the city’s welfare to permit 
the solution that may be found most ad- 
vantageous to the entire community to be 
jeopardized by a general understanding or 
misunderstandings, based upon an incomplete 
review of the facta. 

“The Amsociation of Commerce was not, 
and is not, willing to announce results or con- 
clusions until satisfied that they are based 
upon a complete analysis of all essential 
facts. The association feels that it would, 
indeed, forfeit the confidence of the public 
if in this, or any other jesue, it urged action 
before it was certain that such action was 
right. And it believes further that the open 
mind of the public fully concure in the wis- 
dom of this position. 

The solution of this problem demands the 
kind of an investigation that the association 
is now conducting and we confidently believe 
that time, which reverses all hasty decisions, 
will prove the wisdom of the association's 
course and prove no less surely its value to 
the citizens of Chicago and to the city's fu- 
ture.”
